Pneumonia Carries Him Off 
After Five pays' 
Illness. 



STARTED IN LIFE HERE. 



Was County Attorney and 
Representative in the 
Legislature. 



Henderson, Ky , Nov. 18. -Elijah 
Garth Sebree, one of the best known 
men in the State, died this afternoon 
at 4:20 o'clock, after an illness of 
fiye days wilb>pneumonia. He was 
seized with a severe cold on Monda£ 
last, and on Tuesday pneumonia had 
developed in 'both lungs, and 
the exception of rare intervals grew 
steadily worse. Friday night he 
lapsed into a deep sleep, from which 
he never roused. 

Mr. Sebree was in his 47th year, 
having been born in Todd county, 
near Trenton, in 1858. He attended 
the home schools'until his sixteenth 
year, when he was sent to Bethany 
College, Wtst Virginia, from which 
he graduated in his nineteenth year, 
and in the following year he obtain- 
ed his license to practice law. In 
his twenty-third year he married 
Miss Margaret Banks, daughter of 
the late David Banks, of Henderson, 
Ky. Shortly after his marriage Mr. 
Sebree located in Hopkinsville, Ky., 
where he practiced his profession for 
years. He was elected county at- 
torney of Christian county, and af- 
ter serving two or three terms was 
sent to the Kentucky Legislature. 
Declining a renomination, Mr Se- 
bree removed to Henderson in 1890 
and engaged in the practice of law 
and in the management of the Hen- 
derson street railway, which was 
largely built by his capital. 

Mr. Sebree always manifested a 
warm interest in politics and was the 
Republican nominee in the Second 
congressional district in the year 
1894, but was defeated, the district 
being overwhelmingly Democratic. 
A few years since Mr. Sebree dis- 
posed of his street railway interests. 
For the past six or eight years he 
was the attorney of the St. Bernard 
Coal Company. 

The deceased is survived by a wife 
and four children, namely, Mrs. 
James Yeaman, Elijah Garth, Jr., 
Margerct and David B. 

Mr. Sebree was famous as a racon- 
teur. He had a fine mind, and at- 
tained eminence in the practice of 
law. He enjoyed his home life to 
the fullest extent, never a cross 
word passing-hls lips in the home cir- 
cle. He was a charter member of 
the Henderson Lodge of Elks, No. 
28. 

The members of the Henderson 
bar met this afternoon and appoint- 
ed a committee composed of Mal- 
colm Yeaman, A. O. Stanley and 
Montgomery Merritt to draft suita- 
ble resolutions on Mr. Sebree's 
death. The funeral services will be 
conducted tomorrow afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock from the residence of 
the Rev. Thomas Cummings, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church.

Maude Kllis a corpse and Duncan 
Veach lyin^ in a dangerous condition 
from a pistol shot through his right 
hip and an eight weeks' old child left 
without a mother, is the result of 
John Cheaney 's loading up on bad 
whiskey last Saturday night. 

After committing the fiendish 
deed Cheaney was arrested in front 
of Hotel Latham, on Virginia street, 
and is now in jail awaiting an exam- 
ining trial. 

The particulars of what came near, 
and may yet be, a double murder, so 
far as ascertained, point to one of 
the most cold-blooded murders 
known here. 

John Cheaney has fired stationary 
qngines in the city for a number of 
years, and it is said, hardly gets out* 
ofi one difficulty before .he is into 
another. He has never had any real 
associates, and belongs to the under- 
crustlof our population. His wages 
have generally been spent in riotous

living, with no regard for dress or 
decent appearance. It is said that 
he has a wife, and probably a child 
or two, somewhere. 

The particulars are so shocking, 
though contradicting, that they 
should hardly be repeated or allowed 
entrance into the homes of our citi- 
zens. 

From the testimony of three wit- 
nesses of the killing, who were before 
the Coroner's jury, Cheaney was in 
a house just southeast of the city 
limits near the L. & N., and not far 
from the river. This is one of the 
houses of ill fame in that section, 
and is known as the "Red House." 
The evidence shows that Cheaner 
was in the house with the woman 
where some one called her out. His 
victim went out to the front gate, 
when a man was waiting for her and 
engaged her in conversation. This 
aroused Cheaney 's anger and he fol- 
lowed the woman to the gate, and 
seizing her by the throat with his 
left hand, he said to her: "I will fix 
you," and fired two shots into her 
breast. The woman then ran into 
the house. One of the witnesses says 
that Cheaney followed her into the 
house and told her, with an oath, that 
he would kill her, and fired the third 
shot, when the woman fell to the floor 
dead. 

A womarf who lives next door to 
the "Red House," hearing the first 
two shots, ran to the gate in time to 
see the woman go into the house and 
went in, when the murderer cursed 
her and told her if she interfered 
with him he would kill her. This 
neighbor testified that she saw the 
man fire the fatal shot. 

Cheaney then left the house and 
walked into town. Somewhere on 
Campbell street, near Ninth, he over- 
took Duncan Veach, who was walk- 
ing quietly along the street. Cheaney 
told Veach to run, when Veach ar ked 
him what he meant. Cheaney told 
him it was "no time to be fooling" 
and drawing his pistol tired one shot, 
the ball entering the back Bide of his 
right hip. Probably striking a bone, j 
it ranged upward. • 

Cheaney then made his way to- 1 
wards the center of town, stopping 
at the fruit store of Tony Datillo, 
opposite Hotel Latham. It is said 
that Cheaney told some one that he 
first went to police headquarters to 
give himself up, but finding no one , 
there, he then went to Datillo'i, 
where he was arrested by officer j 
Clark and special officer Doherty, 
who carried him to jail. Tony Da- 
tillo, who had learned of the mur- 
der, took the pistol away from

Cheaney, which was given to the 
officers after the arrest was made. 

A rumor was current on the 
streets Sunday night that Veach, 
who was considered i» a very critical 
condition from the first, had died a 
little after 5 o'clock. An investiga- 
tion yesterday morning developed 
that the wounded man passed a good 
nighfe'and was much better, with 
fair chances of recovery. 

The dead woman leaves a little 
child of only about eight weeks of 
age. Her husband, a man named 
Scott, is now in the U. S. navy, hav- 
ing, as stated by her grandfather, 
left her some time since. He was 
arrested here last- spring as a de- 
serter and, as we are told, is a fire- 
man on one of our large war ships, 
now in foreign waters, having, it is 
said, been sentenced to a term of 
five years' service at hard labor. 

Application was made for the un- 
fortunate woman to be buried at the 
expense of the county, but it later 
developed that she had a small policy 
of insurance in the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co., the policy not 
being for over $70. The local agent 
says the beneficiary is her husband. 

Duncan Veach is known as a horse 
trader. He is a quiet good citizen 
and has a wife and four children, 
and, should he be so fortunate as to 
recover from his wound, his family 
will greatly need his help before he 
is able to again follow his calling. 

Life has become too cheap in this 
city and county and the murderer, 
who will spend many years in prison 
to repent his foul deed, has not the 
sympathy of anyone. The people 
are becoming more insistent each 
day that murderers should die upon 
the scaffold, instead of serving a 
term in the penitentary. 

There seems to be no reason for 
Cheaney's killing the woman except 
that he could not bear the idea of 
her prefering another man to him- 
self. It is said that Chaeney was un- 
der the influence of whiskey Satur- 
day night, but the police think that 
he was not so drunk as not to know 
what he was doing, as he walked 
quite straight on his way to the jail. 

The idea has been advanced that 
Chaeney, when he makes his de- 
fense, will plead the "non compos 
mentis act." But this will not sat- 
isfy the people. Though it is well 
known that Cheaney has never had 
the advantages of an education, he 
has never been considered an imbe- 
cile. And, though the Kentuckian is 
far from any desire to inflame the 
public mind against anyone or 
arouse a prejudice that might cheat 
an unfortunate of a fair trial, yet 



we but echo the sentiment of our 
best people when we say that evorj 
murderer should have justice meletf 
out to him, whether he be white or 
black. The blood of many men cne?

The Ffccenl death of the great 
Frewb painter Boagoefeau re- 
chIIh one of the m<>st unusual and 
romnnth- i it tornti t ionul marriage* 
in w hich an American woman ever 
■gored, tajs the New Y(»rk Tril. 
une. Untie, BougereMl', the widow 
of Adolphe Guillaoine Bftvgue- 
reau, v was Elizabeth Gardner, 
of Exeter, \. M She wai born in 
that old Ni w iOn^land town more 
than baJf a century ago, and her 
family had come here amnii» lin- 
early setilci-H more than a century 
before. 

In IX<\:, fiii„ daughter of the 
Puritans H «nt to Paris to study 
art. It was a very unusual step 
for a woman in those days. Rosa 
Bonheur was as yet the only pio- 
neer of - Milan's invasion of the 
artist colony of Paris. Miss Gard- 
ner had a long, hard struggle for 
success, handicapped throughout 
by a desperate lack of funds. In 
the Julian street studios sin- en 
countered Bougnerenu, already 
famous and the critic of her class. 
The American girl became the 
friend of lier instructor, his wife 
and family — a friendship which 
lasted until the death of the first 
Mine Hougnereau, and has never 
ceased between the second wife 
and her husband's only surviving 
daughter, now married. 

After the death of the first Mine. 
Bouguercau came the romance, j 
Student and master fell in love 
and desired to marry. But the 
mother of the painter w as intense 
ly opposed to his marriage, not to 
Miss Gardner, especially, but to 
any American woman, necessarily 
bo different in race, religion, ideas 
and temperament. Miss Gardner 
would not marry Bouguereau i 
against the opposition of his 
mother. Therefore, for 20 years, 
as long as the old mother lived, 
they remained fiances. 

At this time Elizabeth Gardner 
was working steadily and pa- 
tiently in her chosen art. She w as 
the first American woman to w in 
a gold medal in the Paris salon. 
Bhe exhibited in the salon over 
and over again, the first of her 
pictures accepted there, years 
ago, being "Cornelia and Her 
Jewels." A few years ago she 
presented one of her paiatinga, 
"Across the Brook, " to her native 
town, and it was placed in the art 
room of the Robinson seminary. 
When the marriage finally took 
place, Bouguereau won not an un 
known student, but a well-known 
artist for a wife. 

This was in 1896. Two years ago 
the distinguished couple were hon- 
ored with gold medals from sev- 
eral European monarchs as an ap- 
preciation of their additions to 
modern French art.

ed by Supreme Court. 

Washington. Nov. 20. Justice 
Peekham, of the United States su- 
preme court, has handed down a 
decision of far-reaching importance 
to gamblers, and one which, if acted 
upon, would put gambling houses 
out of business. In plain language, 
the decision ie this: 

"If you have lost money in a gam- 
bling houne, sue the owner of the 
building, or let yoar wifesuefor 
you, and you cm get your losses 
back. The owner will have to pay 
the judgment." 

The case which called forth the 
cision comes from Ohio, and involved 
the constitutionality of the Ohio 
statute to prevent gambling. The 
judge decided that not only is that 
law constitutional, but that m every 
state where there is a gaming Uw 
the owner of the building wherein 
there is gaming is responsible for all 
losses growing out of it. The deci- 
sion put responsibility for such losses 
squarely on the shoulders of the own- 
er of the building.

There are people out In this lit- 
tle place in Lake county who hope 
Mr. Rockefeller will yet feel in- 
clined to do something for the 
only city, town, village or cross 
roads in the country that bears his 
name. It is related at Rockefel- 
ler that the capitalist asked that 
a town on a new line of railway 
that was buildingshould be named 
for him, and the selection of Rock 
efeller is the subject of an inter- 
esting little story. 

At that time the line now. 
known as the Wiscousin Central 
was being built through the re- 
gion and Mr. Rockefeller was adi 
rector of this company and at a 
meeting of the directors be inci 
dentally asked if one of the new- 
towns that were springing up 
could not be named for him. 

It so happened that the station 
that bad been selected to bear the 
director's name had been named 
for John Holcomb, who had been 
liberal in furnishing right of way 
through his lands. But Miss Hoi 
comb, who had been a principal iu 
a North side Chicago school, had 
established a school on her fa- 
ther's farm. Here she intended to 
fit young men and women for col- 
lege. It might be that Mr. Rocke- 
feller, in a town honored by his 
own name, might take some inter- 
est in an institution that promised 
to flourish under the guidance of 
iin accomplished woman.

There has been a sign board 
bearing the name of HoScomb sen « 
to the new station. This was not 
put up and it is now in possession 
of Fred Holcomb.

Sheep-rslelng la s grow, 
lng Industry, especially among tbe 
hills of North Carolina snd Tennessee. 
Tbe subject of forestry Is puraued on 
aclentiflc linos, the lumber trade Is ad- 
vancing, the marine resources are 
bringing In a goodly harvest. In re- 
gard to development of mineral re- 
eourcea. mention should be made ot 
the *teel plants and Iron foundrlea of 
Alabama. And mention should be made 
of tbe woolen mills of the south that 
are following the cotton mitla. The 
southern evolutto la a moat notable 
feature of our Indi atrial life.
